‘Tenders _

CSpectal Air Mail. Service) 


: London, Sept. 4o. 
Twenty-one’ ships are cumprised 
‘in the 1935 naval constructiun pro- 


gramme, for which, the Admiratty, |:

The work of pesgarine the com 
tracts Is expected to take up till 
February next, and it ls difficult 
at the moment to, estimate the 
number of workpeople who will be 
employed under the orders to be 
Placed .with firms. Some of the 
ships are to be built in the Royal |- 


- dockyards, and the work will prob: , 


ably be -in full swing by . next 
spring. 
CLYDE’S HOPES 

Optimism {s expressed on the 
Clyde that local shipyards will 
benefit materially in the allocation 
of the programme. “An order for 
at least one. crulser is expected, in 
“addition to smaller craft and ma- 
chinery. 

The output ‘of the Clyde yards 
for the first ‘nine months of 19°5 
was forty-seven ‘vessels: ageregat-
